Rapid Extension of the Pest Is Attrib­ 
uted to the Wet Weathei— 
Great 
Dam age Inflicted. 
New Orleans, La., Aug. t i .—Flout­ 
ers In Louisiana and Mississippi have 
become intensely alarnif)d 
over 
the 
rapidity of the boll weevil spread t* 
the eastward. 
OdLaccount of the rav­ 
ages of tilt* boll weevil in Avoyelles 
Parish, this state, cotton farmers have 
been compelled to plow up their fields 
and replant them in sugar cane this 
season. This news was brought to the 
city today by W. A. White, a planter 
of Woodside, fully forty farmers in 
his neighborhood having been com­ 
pelled to quit planting cotton altogeth­ 
er on account of the weevil. 
Reports from Gloster. Miss., say the 
pest has reached there, Simultaneous­ 
ly today farmers have brought them 
in from different 
directions. 
They 
seem to be very numerous. 
A special from Jackson, Miss., to­ 
night sums up the Mississippi attila 
tion as follows: 
"The Mexican boll 
weevil is spreading 
rapidly 
in 
the 
Southwestern section of Mississippi, 
and 
before 
the end of the present 
month will cross the westtern borders 
of the counties along the Illinois Ceti 
tral road between Jackson and th 
Louisiana line, according to the re 
ports of th** special a g e n t s 
of 
the 
United Stoles Department of Agrleul 
ture who have been engaged in in 
speetion work during the past week.* 
The rapid spread of the wevil is at 
tributed to the wet weather during 
the latter part of July and the early 
part of August. 
That the weevil will reach the west 
beek of Pearl River before the close 
of the year, and also extend north­ 
ward as far as the southern part ot 
Hinds County, now seems certain. 
The weevil is Inflicting great dam ­ 
age in the counties of Wilkinson, Ad 
anis, Amite, Jefferson and Franklin, 
and will lie across the border into 
Pike, Claiborne.
